Listing of Claims: 

1 . (currently amended) A system for controlling the appearance of a data entry 
form on a display to which the system is cormected for use in entering data into a 
database, the system comprising a store for storing attribute data defining 
attributes of a data entry form having at least one data entry field and, for the one 
data entry field, storing data values and corresponding attribute data defining at 
least one further data entry field for each of at least two data values which may be 
entered in the one data entry field; and a controller for causing the data entry form 
to be displayed on a display in accordance with the stored attribute data, and for 
monitoring data values entered into said one data entry field, comparing said data 
valu e with said pr e stor e d data valu e s for that data e ntry field and, if a match is 
found, displaying a corr e sponding furth e r data e ntry fi e ld according to th e stor e d 
attribut e data and dynamically altering the data entry form and the display of the 
data entry form based on the entered data values . 

2. (original) A system according to claim 1, wherein the controller is adapted to 
enable a user to define the content of the store. 
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3 . (currently amended) A method for controlling the appearance of a data entry 
form on a display, the method comprising causing a data entry form to be 
displayed on a display in accordance with stored attributes, the data entry form 
having at least one data entry field; monitoring data values entered into said at 
least one data entry field, comparing said data valu e s with pr e stor e d data valu e s 
for that fi e ld and, if a match is found, displaying on e or mor e corr e sponding 
further data entry fi e lds and dynamically altering the data entry form and the 
display of the data entry form based on the entered data values . 

4. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1, wherein said one data entry field 
accepts an address style data value and the corresponding further data entry field is 
an address entry field having a correct format for the address style data value. 

5. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1, wherein the corresponding 
further data entry field corresponds in form with the data value entered into said 
one data entry field. 

6. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1, wherein said one data entry field 
accepts a data value indicating a style and the corresponding further data entry 
field has a correct format for the indicated style. 
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7. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 1, v^herein the controller further 
displays a corresponding plurality of further data entry fields according to the 
stored attribute data. 

8. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 7, wherein the corresponding 
plurality of further data entry fields correspond in form v^^ith the data value entered 
into said one data entry field. 

9. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 7, w^herein said one data entry field 
accepts a data value indicating a style and the corresponding plurality of further 
data entry fields have correct formats for the indicated style. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 3, wherein said one data entry 
field accepts an address style data value and the corresponding further data entry 
field is an address entry field having a correct format for the address style data 
value. 

11. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 3, wherein the corresponding 
further data entry field corresponds in form with the data value entered into said 
one data entry field. 
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12. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 3, wherein said one data entry 
field accepts a data value indicating a style and the corresponding further data 
entry field has a correct format for the indicated style. 

13. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 3, w^herein the controller further 
displays a corresponding plurality of further data entry fields according to the 
stored attribute data. 

14. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 13, w^herein the corresponding 
plurality of further data entry fields correspond in form with the data value entered 
into said one data entry field. 

15. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 13, wherein said one data entry 
field accepts a data value indicating a style and the corresponding plurality of 
further data entry fields have correct formats for the indicated style. 
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
